There was a horrible accident at the 


O., P. & V. depot this morning about 
10 o'clock, as the result of which a 
young lad named Joe Higley may lose 
his life. 


Higley is an afcfcive, energetic young 


fellow, who has been handling news- 
pipers about the junction depot. 
His 


father, until recently, had charge of 
the depot restaurant. 
It was the cus- 


tom of the boy to meet the 10:57 N. & 
W. train and get Enquirers and sell 
them about the depot. 
This morning 


he was on his way to meet the train 
about 10 o'clock. Ho was walking 
down the B. & O. S-W. traok from the 
power house. About two hundred yards 
east of the 0., P. & V. depot he was 
overtaken by a special on the B. & O. 
S-W., bearing the pay-master and his 
orew. 
The special consisted of an en- 


.gine and two coaches. 
The crossing' 


•watchman, Mr. Doty, called to the 
boy,, warning him of his danger. With- 
out looking back, the lad stepped over 
farther on the B. & O. tracks, directly 
in front of the train. 


A large number of people, who were 


gathered on the depot platform, were 
horrified and the air was filled with 
shrieks and cries. The train struck 
Higley, and the entire train passed over 
him, crushing and mangling him al- 
most beyond recognition. 
His body 


iook'ad like an old sack lyins; on the 
track. 


A large number of people at once 


gathered at the scene of the accident 
aud the body was tenderly borne to the 
waiting room of the Junction Hotel 
and physicians summoned. 
Drs. Ray, 


Campbell, 
Sellards and Allard re- 


sponded. The boy's injunes 
were 


temporarily bandaged and he was ro- 
omved to his home on Eleventh street, 
at the O., P. & V. out. 
There a more 


thorough examination was made. 
It 


was found'that his left leg was com- 
pletely severed near the ankle. 
The 


terminal end of the spinal column was 
broken off two and one-half or three 
>iuohos from the end, and the tissues 
•over the right hip were loosened. A 
--geeat hole was torn in his aide. 
The 


injuries are of such a serious nature 
that it is very doubtful if he recovers. 
'She physioiana gave him-stimulants 
and this afternoon performed an oper- 
ation. 


,- The boy was a bright, active little 
'fellow and a general favorite about the 
•depot. In addition to handling the 
JBuquirer in the morning, he 
also 


'handled the Cincinnati Poat. 


It is claimed by some of the bystand- 


ers that the engineer did not ring his 
bell. 
Others claimed though that he 


not only rang the bell, but he leaned 
far out of the cab and shouted to the 
lad. 
It seems that he had plenty of 


warning, but simply became confused. 


A Times reporter called at the Higley 


home late this afternoon and the boy's 
father R. L. Higley, state'd that he waa 
sinking very rapidly and that he feared 
that his son would not survive long.

schedule of the tariff bill, except the 
provision relating to Hawaii, which

disposed of there is a better prospect 
Jtdr speedy action 
on the bill, 
as a 


whole. 
The first paragraph of 
the 


sugar schedule has served to bring out 
all the speeches and the test votes, and 
when this was passed the other para- 
graphs of the schedule were agreed to 
without further opposition. 


As agreed to, the schedule places on 


sugar not above 16 Dutch standard 1 
cent per pound and .03 of a cent for 
every degree above 75; and on sugars 
above No. 16 Dutch standard 1.95 cents 
per pound, but on sugars testing below 
87 degrees 1-10 cents per pound shall 
be deducted. The other provisions of 
the schedule relate to maple 
sugar, 


maple syrup, candy, etc. 


Only one yea and'nay vote was tak- 


en during the day, on the amendment 
of Mr. Lindsay (Ky.) to make the rate 
1.8 cents per pound on sugar above 
No. 1G Dutch standard. The 
amend- 


ment relating to trusts was then taken 
up and discussed at length. It devel- 
oped considerable divergence of views 
on both sides of the chamber, the two 
Alabama •senators, Messrs. Morgan and 
\Pettus, joining Mr. Hoar (Mass.) in op- 
position. 


Mr. Allison finally tested the sense
